St. Louis area, was given to understand that, he could expect 
consideration from Judge JOHN MARSHALL KARNS, Sr., who is 
a municipal judge in St. Clair County, Illinois. The 
informant was unable to advise that HUMPHREYS was able to 
influence the selection of Judge KARNS as Acting Cook 
County Judge, but it is a matter of record that Judge
